YACHT HARBOR PROPOSAL 
Proposed yacht harbor—I oniales Bay 
will be discussed tomorrow7 night at a pub­ 
lic heating before members of the board 
of supervisors in Marshall School at 8 p.m. 
T h e yacht harbor, located just south of 
Marshall, would be formed bv placing of 
a 250-foot breakwater from which a wharf 
would extend another 150 feet. Boat slips 
would be constructed off both the break­ 
water and the wharf. In addition, a stor­ 


age and repair building, a boat shop with 
machi ne shop, off ice,* rest rooms and show­ 
room, and a small boat storage building 
would be constructed. T here would be a 
small boat launching ramp, boat service 
station, parking area and beach.

A chance rem ained, according 
to PUC officials, th a t custom ers 
would be in line for a possible re ­ 
fund by PG & E since the F ederal 
Powrer Com m ission h a sn ’t yet a p ­ 
proved th e w-holesale ra te increase 
established by th e Texas firm for 
gas in in te rsta te operations. 
T he El Paso Co. is p u ttin g th e 
w holesale ra te increase in escrow, 
pending th e final FPC decision. 
U nder the new rates, “firm cus- 


torm ers,” 
including 
residential, 
general service and ind u strial u s­ 
ers 
who 
receive 
service 
a t 
all 
tim es, will pay $6,044.600 of the 
yearly increase. 


C ustom ers who have “in te rru p t- 
able service”—firm s w7hich m ust 
have oil power standby plants in 
case of a lack of gas during peak

PG & E h ad asked th a t “in ter- 


ruptable custom ers” shouldn’t be

E. Stassen previously had disclosed 
th a t th e biggest share, $2.140.500,- 
000, would be earm arked for “ the 
are of free Asia,” th e group of

around th e periphery of Red C hina 
from A fghanistan to South Korea. 


Stassen said tho total Asian fund 
would include 915 m illion dollars 
for econom ic and 
technical 
aid 
program s to raise living stan d ard s, 
com pared w ith $485.200,000 for th a t 
purpose in th e cu rren t fiscal year. 


M ILITA RY AID 
M ilitary aid for free Asia would 
total $1,225,500,000, com pared w ith 
$826,700,000 this year. 
T he presid en t’s overall m utual 
security requests for fiscal 
1956 
were about 150 m illion dollars be­ 
low last year. 
In his m essage. Eisenhow er em ­ 
phasized th a t: 
1. T he 
im m ediate 
th re a t 
to 
world peace is centered in Asia. 
2. E nduring peace in the world 
will come only after th e “spiritual 
aspirations of m an k in d ” are re a ­ 
lized. 
This, he said, would be a 
long term process requiring “p a ­ 
tience, resourcefulness and educa­ 
tion.” 
3. T he U nited S tates m ust bear 
“substantial costs” of m aintaining 
the Chinese N ationalist forces on 
Form osa.

E. K ent School’s fifth addition, cn 
which construction is scheduled to 
begin this week. Forry estim ated 
th(* pro ject’s cost at $10,000.

Dufficy's Right 


To Collect Renta! 


Dr. R afael G. D ufficy Jr., county 
physician, won a legal bout against 
the county 
yesterday 
in 
M arin 


Superior C ourt w hen 
th e 
judge 
ruled he h ad a rig h t to collect 


$3.960 in ren tal from the C ounty 


of M arin. 
The county’s only le ja l recourse 
now7 is to appeal th e case to the 
D istrict C ourt of A ppeals in San 
Francisco. D eputy Dist. Aty. Le- 
land Jo rd an said he would confer 
w ith Dist. Atty. 
W. O. W eissich 
before deciding on an appeal. 


NOT «OFFICER* 
D ufficy’s victory was engineered 
by San R afael atto rn ey Jo h n G. 
B uresh, who filed a carefully w ord­ 
ed dem urrer to the county’s com ­ 
plaint, arguing th a t Dr. D ufficy 
was and is not “a public officer” 
and therefore can legally en ter in ­ 
to co ntract w ith th e county. 
The county sued D ufficy 
last 
D ecem ber, seeking to recover the 
ren tal paid Dr. D ufficy by the 
county for office space used by 
the county physician. 
T he 
suit 
charged th a t Dr. and M rs. D uf­ 
ficy own th e San R afael M edical 
B uilding at 4 G street, an^ th a t 
Dr. D ufficy occupied suite 4 of his 
own m edical 
building, 
charging 
ren t to the county, to conduct his 
duties 
as county 
physician. 


C ontending th a t a county o ffi­ 
cial cannot enter into a personal 
co n tract writh the county, the dis­ 
tric t ato rn ey ’s office brought suit 
for recovery of $3.960 plus 20 per 
cent for dam ages. 


NO AM ENDM ENTS 
A ttorney B uresh subm itted a de­ 
m u rrer on Feb. 21. Judge T hom as 
F. K eating upheld the dem urrer 
“w ithout leave to am end,” w hich 
m eans th a t th e case is finished as 
fa r as M arin courts are concerned. 


In the dem urrer, B uresh argued 
th a t the county has never had a 
county hospital as such, and th a t 
Dr. D ufficy was never a public of­ 
ficer. “Dr. D ufficy was appointed 
to give m edical care and atten tio n 
to th e indigent sick or dependent 
poor, and for no o th er purpose.” 


Since Dr. D ufficy is a m ere em ­ 
ployee and not a public officer, 
the county has no case 
against 
him , B uresh argued. 
T he judge 
upheld his argum ent.

Sausalitans Learn

F a st 
dispersal 
of 
S ausalito’s 
4,943 citizens in event of an H- 
bomb a tta c k cam e up for a study 
m eeting last n ig h t in city hall, 
and if atten d an ce a t the session 
is an indication, only about 35 
persons would get out of tow n if 
an alarm were sounded. 
T he poor tu rn o u t was of obvious 
concern 
to 
S ausalito 
Civil 
De- 
i fense 
C oordinator 
M atts 
Perry. 
However, he said, printed in stru c­ 
tion sheets for getting out of town 
fast are available to everyone a t 
the firehouse. 
Two constructive steps were tak - 
I en a t last n ig h t’s tw o-hour brief­ 
ing. P erry agreed to ask federal 
officials for an o th er test of air 
raid sirens in the city, wrhich is 
traditionally tough to cover w ith 
a w arning system because of sta g ­ 
gered terrain . Also, P erry e stim at­ 
ed th a t “in order to cover this 
tow n and cover it rig h t w7ith air 
raid sirens, it would cost about 
$6,500.’” 


S ausalito’s only m eans of alert 
now, he pointed out, is its fire 
w histle, w hich cannot be h eard in 
all p a rts of the city. In case of 
j a 
yellow 
alert — w hen 
enem y 
planes are one to three hours away 
—a th ree to five m inute steady 
blast will be sounded. In addition, 
S au salito ’s 
four 
pieces 
of 
fire 
equipm ent will be dispatched to 
strategic spots to relay th e w a rn ­ 
ing. T his signal m eans get out fast.

leum. cas or m inerals of any kind. 
No specific m ention of uranium is 
m ade except in the name of the 
firm . 
T he com pany w ants to acquire 
m ines or m ining rig h ts and to con­ 
duct business in connection w ith 
such rights both inside and outside 
C alifornia and abroad.

Scientist Declares Smog 


Top Lung Cancer Cause 


PASADENA 
(JP) — Smog is the; 
greatest single cause of lung can­ 
cer, says a top research scientist 
in the field of air pollution and 
its relation to public health. 
“Atmospheric pollution holds the 
answer to lung cancer more than 
any other single agent,” Dr. Paul 
Kotin, 
University 
of 
Southern 
California pathologist, 
told 
the 
National Air Pollution Symposium 
yesterday. 
His connecting smog with lung 
cancer clim axes more than four 
years of experim ents with thous- ; 
ands 
of 
anim als 
under 
a U.S. 
Public Health Service grant. Dr. 
Kotin and his research team con­ 
ducted the experim ents 
at 
the 
USC m edical school and the Los 
Angeles County General Hospital* 
The scientist said 
the 
study 
showed that smog "has a pro­ 
longed accumulative effect” as a 
tumor inducer. 


“We have no concept of the dos­ 
age cf smog required,” he added. 
“But I feel that the amount en ­ 
countered during an ordinary siege 


in m any cities may be too m uch.” 
His experim ents have all been 
with anim als subjected to artifi­ 
cially created smog. 
The pollutant which is the irri­ 
tant causing the cancer, he ex­ 
plained, is at least one type of 
hydrocarbon in the oxidized state. 
Hydrocarbons are found in auto 
exhausts, industrial em issions and 
in gasoline vapors. 
His conclusions will be the basis 
for new experiments aimed at de­ 
tecting which hydrocarbon is guilty 
and what chem ical state it is in 
when it does the damage, he said. 


“We did find the tumor yield— 
both benign and m alignant—to be 
significant” a m o n g 
a n i m a l s 
breathing smoggy atmosphere ere- | 
ated from gasoline and diesel en­ 
gines and gasoline vapors, he said. 
“In some of the tests the yield ; 
was very high.” 
W ith the exception of 
cancer, 
Dr. Kotin said he -and his research ! 
team found smog had no perm a­ 
nent ill effects on the health of 
test animals.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
When Artists, Merchants Get 
Together, They Paint Town 


An unusual union of the artistic and the 
practical has come about in T iburon. It is 
not olten that a group of artists can sit down 
with a townful of merchants and come up 
with a plan to refurbish a community. 
Yet that is just what happened in T ib u ­ 
ron. Some of these artists had been casting a 
critical eye at the town’s Main Street. T hey 
remembered it as a quaint little street of a 
quaint little town. But when they looked 
closer, they found the quaintness had started 
to rub a bit thin and that just a touch of 


shoddiness was showing through. 
So the artists got together and conducted 
an informal sor t of contest am ong them ­ 
selves as to how to re-do the street. I hen 
thev took all the suggestions and presented 
the merchants with a complete plan, point­ 
ing out that improved appearance probably 
would result in improved business. 
T h e merchants, and who can blame them 
if they considered the cost, fell in with the 
idea. Practically all of them signed up to 
paint the town at that first meeting. I he 


ones 
that d id n ’t, 
weren’t 
present. They 
might well all be behind the project by now. 
Now comes tl^e more detailed decisions. 
W ith the overall plan set up, exactly what 
will each shop look like.- Color sketches will 


be worked out by the artists of each individ­ 
ual store, but the owners will have the final 


say. 
O ther cities have worked out plans for 
downtown 
improvements, 
§orhe 
with 
a 
theme, some without. Mill \ alley’s Lytton 
Square area is an outstanding example of 
the former. San Rafael’s recent face-lifting 
caused by num erous changes in store loca­ 


tions falls in the latter group. 
But it is rare when a group of artists can 
come along, see a problem, suggest a plan, 
get cooperation of merchants and others in­ 
volved, and move toward a solution. 
O ur congratulations to the artists and also 
to the merchants, who were quick to realize 
the possibilities and advantages of making 
their town a more attractive place in which 


to trade and live. 


Ethics-ln-Government Moves Stalled 


New York state officials and employees, 
including members of the legislature, are 
required to list certain types of investments, 
if held. W hat must be listed is anv direct or 
indirect interest of at least $10,000 value in 
a business regulated by a state com m ission- 
utility, insurance, banking, liquor, agricul­ 


ture and marketing, etc. 
T his requirem ent is part of a “code of 
ethics’’ voted by the legislature last year, as 
one afterm ath of harness track scandals. Some 
state and local officials and other political 
figures were revealed as acquirers of harness 
track stock under what were curious circum­ 


stances, at best. 
T h e ethics code is administered by the 
Attorney General, m>w Jacob K. Javitz, the 
one Republican elected to high state office 
in New York last Novem ber (he defeated 


F. D. Roosevelt, Jr.). But he lacks subpena 
power in checking on obedience to tlie code, 
and has asked the state legislature, also 


Republican, to grant it to him, although last 
vear the lawmakers voted against bestowing 


it. 


In 1951 a Senate Labor subcommittee of 


the U.S. Senate under Sen. Paul H . Douglas 


(D-Ill.) recommended, am ong other things, 


that 
members of Congress, high federal 


officials and national party committeemen 
disclose every ve^r their assets, liabilities, 
sources of income. In addition, they would 
list every six months their dealings in secur­ 
ities and commodities. But the proposal, like 
the other proposals of the Douglas group for 
higher ethics in government, lias remained 
that and nothing more.

Only 18 Men— Including Joe McKee 


Ever Designed A Roller Coaster 


NEW YORK </P)—So far the 
Russians haven’t claimed they 
invented the roller coaster. 
If they ever do, they’re going 
to have to fight Joe McKee, who 
a t 67 is the acknowledged dean 
of the roller coaster industry. 
“The first roller coaster in his­ 
tory was built in Pittsburgh in 
1904,’' Joe recalled. “And I got 
started in the business as a car­ 
penter the following year.” 


IN 51 YEARS some 600 roll­ 
er coasters 
have 
been 
built 
throughout the world. Joe fig­ 
ures he has had a hand in de­ 
signing or building about 300 
him self — more th an any other 
m an. 
“Only 18 m en — all carpenters 
—have ever had anything to do 


w ith designing roller coasters,” 
Joe said, “and there are only 
four now left alive. I’m the old­ 
est. 
“The roller coaster grew out 
of the old scenic railway. We 
had nothing to go by, so we op­ 
erated by rule of thum b. 


“THE FOUR OF us have kept 
a few things about the business 
to ourselves. The Lord knows 
we struggled hard enough learn­ 
ing them . There never has been 
a graduate engineer connected 
with the roller coaster field.” 
McKee, now general superin­ 
tendent of the Palisades (N.J.) 
Amusement Park, estim ates he 
has ridden some 5,000 miles on 
roller coasters. 
“The roller coaster has been

sleep, sleep...” 


my whole life,” said Joe, who 
has shrewd twinkling eyes be­ 
neath a th atch of thick white 
hair. “I even m et my wife, M ag­ 
gie, on a roller coaster. T hat was 
back in 1909 in C incinnati.” 


THE OLDER ROLLER coast­ 
ers were built on a simple figure 
eight pattern and 
cost 
oniy 
about $30,000. Because of the 
rising value of land the newer 
coasters now loop about like a 
pretzel. They average about a 
half mile in 
length 
and 
cost 
from $100,000 on up. The cars 
on some coasters reach a peak 
speed of 50 to 56 miles an hour. 
McKee, who often acts as a 
consultant on thrill rides, gets 
a bit steam ed up whenever the 
safety of roller coasters is ques­ 
tioned. 


“If you just sit down in the 
seat and stay there,” he said, 
“you’re far safer than if you 
were in an automobile. You can’t 
get off the track, and you can’t 
get hit from behind by another 
driver.” 


THERE 
ARE 
TWO 
roller 
coasters at the park McKee su­ 
pervises — one regular size, the 
other a sm aller one for kiddies. 
To Joe’s great sorrow more and 
more teen-age boys and their 
girl friends are showing a pref­ 
erence for riding on the kiddie 
coaster. 
“I can’t understand this young­ 
er generation growing up now,” 
sighed Joe. “Why in my day no 
young fellow' would think of tak ­ 
ing his best girl on a kiddie ride. 
He’d be looking for more thrills. 
I guess after 50 years in this 
business I still haven’t learned 
w hat people w'ant.” 


BUT McKEE SEES no im m e­ 
diate demise for the roller coast­ 
er, although fewer are now being 
built each decade. 
“As long as there are am use­ 
m ent parks,” he 
said 
stoutly, 
“the roller coaster will last. You 
can’t have a park w ithout a m er- 
ry-go-round*tm d roller coaster.”

Uniform Sales. 


Tax Clears Its 


First Hurdle 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
years-long battle of California 
R etailers Assn. to effectuate uni­ 
form sales tax collections in Cali­ 
fornia hurdled Its first round in 
the Assembly Revenue and T axa­ 
tion Committee. T h at group, by 
a vote of 12 to 4, put the m eas­ 
ure before the Assembly. 
It is reasonable to expect th a t 
the four other hurdles any bill 
m ust take before becoming law— 
the Assembly, Senate committee, 
Senate, and governor — will be 
less difficult because of the As­ 
sembly committee action. 


THE BILL, AB 3111, by As­ 
sem blym an Clark Bradley of San 
Jose, provides briefly th a t coun­ 
ties m ay levy a one per cent 
sales tax. 
Compulsory 
features 
requiring 
counties 
w ith 
more 
than half their population in u r­ 
ban areas to adopt a one per cent 
tax were deleted. 


U nder the.m easure as am end­ 
ed by the committee, counties 
will be reim bursed to the extent 
of sales outside urban areas. The 
original bill called instead for an 
offset to cities. 


As a result of the am end­ 
ments, the 
old battle between 
cities and counties over division 
of the taxes, is renewed. Courfties 
a t the present tim e are prohib­ 
ited from levying any sales tax 
a t all, while cities have the priv­ 
ilege. 


THIS SITUATION has been a 
thorn in the side of the County 
Supervisors Assn. for m any years. 
It is the theory, a t least, th a t 
sales taxes in the county would 
result in some reduction in the 
property tax, but on the other 
hand, 
history 
indicates 
th a t 
when new taxes are imposed, the 
old taxes rem ain static. 


Counties m aintain th a t under 
the bill as am ended, they would 
not obtain sufficient funds to ap­ 
ply the increase county-wise, th a t 
is, 
for 
old-age 
pensions, 
and 
other 
large 
expenditures 
th a t 
m ust be born by all the people 
of the county. Thus, they say 
w hat money they do get would 
in equality, have to be spent on 
governm ent outside of the in ­ 
corporated areas. 


C ITIES, ON THE other hand, 
m aintain they need the revenue 
to meet expenditures w ithin the 
incorporated 
areas, 
and 
th a t 
anything counties get would be 
a new tax to benefit the unin­ 
corporated areas. 


The R etailers Association, how­ 
ever, is satisfied with the m eas­ 
ure, as its prim ary 
interest 
is 
uniform ity in collection of the 
tax, rath er th an how m uch tax 
is collected or w hat agency of 
governm ent benefits. 


The dispute between cities and 
counties only serves to emphasize 
the fact 
th a t 
the 
city-county 
form of governm ent is a relic of 
the past, and th a t eventually, 
action m ust be taken to consoli­ 
date city 
and 
county 
govern­ 
m ents to give the best service to 
all of the people. 


ONLY ONE CITY and coun­ 
ty in California — San Francis­ 
co—would have no problem u n ­ 
der the proposed county sales 
tax bill. In San Francisco, there 
are no two governm ent agencies 
fighting each other for shares in 
tax revenue. One agency gets all 
the money, which then can be 
applied to the benefit of all the 
people in the city and county. 


Consolidation action would not 
serve to remove 
local 
govern­ 
m ent control by local people, but 
on the other hand, would serve 
to strengthen 
such 
control. It 
would elim inate continuous con­ 
troversy between cities and coun­ 


ties, and a stale-m ate in the Leg­ 
islature over city-county prob­ 
lems. 


The sales tax, of course, was 
opposed by labor lobbyists, who 
appeared before the committee, 
and urged th a t the m easure be 
killed. 
Labor 
traditionally 
is 
against sales taxes.

Mechanical Brains Reduce 
Small Firms' Problems 
By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (/P) — M echanical 
brains cut down to handle the 
problems of the sm all business 
m an are being offered in increas­ 
ing num bers today. And still 
more are in the building or test­ 
ing states. 
King-size electronic computers 
are already in the field to handle 
scientific and engineering prob­ 
lems so complex th a t the aver­ 
age m an can’t understand w hat 
they’re trying to do, let alone 
how they do it. 
They are part of the move 
toward autom ation — w ith the 
theoretical goal a completely au­ 
tom atic factory — and some fac­ 
tory workers 
worry 
lest 
they 
spell loss of jobs. 
Most of the com panies in the 
business m achine industry also 
are turning to the field of the 
sm aller computers 
for 
specific 
purposes — such as helping oil 
companies tabulate autom atical­ 
ly the flood of on-the-cuff tran s­ 
actions of their credit card cus­ 
tom ers; or aiding finance com­ 
panies handle mortgage loan ac­ 
counting. 
Here are a few of the new de­ 
vices just being offered, or prom ­ 
ised for delivery w ithin the next 
year: 
N ational Cash Register says 
th a t early in 1956 it will install 
for commercial use the firrt of 
its national computers, priced at 
a p p r o x im ately 
$200,000. 
and 
tailored to the needs of “any 
business 
which can 
profitably 
use electronic com putation.” 
T he company has built a tape 
punching m achine 
which 
can 
turn a cash register, accounting 
m achine or adding m achine into 
a device to feed recorded data 
directly into the new computer, 
there to be handled by electronic 
rath er th an hum an brains. 
At a more lowly level, the com­ 
pany is pushing a change-com ­ 
puting cash register. At check­ 
out 
counters 
in 
se lf-se rv ic e 
stores, these m achines show both 
the clerk and the custom er the 
am ount of each item , the total 
charge, the am ount of money the 
customer offers in paym ent, and 
the change due. 
Underwood Corp. will m arket, 
around $15,000, a baby brain 


for small business men. The elec­ 
tronic computer, Elecom 50, the 
company says, can handle an en­ 
tire payroll in one operation —- 
including com putation and item ­ 
izing of gross earnings, and de­ 
ductions for income 
tax, 
hos­ 
pitalization, defense bonds and 
social security tax. 
F arrington M anufacturing Co. 
of Boston will field test a new 
electronic system called Scandex, 
devised to let oil companies use 
autom atic tabulation 
in 
their 
bookkeeping on gasoline credit 
cards.

Corsi Firing 


Leaves Public 


With Bad Taste 


Name of Edward J. Corsi, the 
perem ptorily-fired State D epart­ 
m ent refugee specialist, i3 not 
going to slip as quietly into lim ­ 
bo as the adm inistration would 
like. The reason is th a t the pub­ 
lic can’t and w’on’t believe th a 
reasons which have been official­ 
ly given for his being fired. 
They can’t believe them be­ 
cause there are too m any differ­ 
ent conflicting reasons to know 
which one to choose — a veri­ 
table 
profusion 
of 
conflicting 
statem ents designed to explain 
or to explain away why Corsi 
was hired because he was out­ 
standingly qualified and then let 
out because, as they said in ef­ 
fect, he was outstandingly u n ­ 
qualified. 


THE PUBLIC WON’T believe 
these explanations because m ost 
people sense by instinct-that they 
are not getting a straight count 
on the Corsi incident and when 
a public official creates disbelief 
on one thing he runs the risk of 
disbelief on others. 
John Foster Dulles is an able 
and 
resourceful 
Secretary 
of 
State, but he is im pairing his 
standing before the country by 
using lack of candor as an in ­ 
strum ent of public relations. T his 
is dangerous for any public of­ 
ficial and especially hurtful to a 
Secretary of State. 
W ithout suggesting th a t any­ 
body is right all the time, I think 
th a t Dulles’ quota of wisdom in 
handling the heavy burdens of 
his office is high. It would be 
a tragedy if he were to throw 
away public confidence in the 
large policies for which he stands 
by disingenuous dealing wdth the 
public in the adm inistrative side 
of his w’ork. 


THIS IS WHAT is happening 
today through the confusing and 
conflicting accounts of why Corsi 
was dropped. It has left a bad 
taste w ith m any people and I 
suspect th a t bad taste is not go­ 
ing to be easily washed away — 
a t least not until the attitude 
which produced it is corrected. 
B ear in m ind th a t Corsi has 
his own record of distinguished 
public service. He has served as 
C o m m i ssioner of Im m igration 
under President Hoover, as di­ 
rector of New York City’s Home 
Relief B ureau under Mayor La- 
G uardia and as New York State 
Industrial Commissioner under 
Gov. Dewey. T here is no evidence 
th a t he fell down on any of these 
jobs. 


AS AN EXPEDITER of the re f­ 
ugee program — which everyone 
agrees has been stuck, stymied 
and stalled for more th an a year 
—Corsi m ay or m ay not have 
fallen down on the job. T h at is 
not the issue I am talking about. 
Few people will w ant to tell Sec­ 
retary Dulles whom he should 
have as his aid. If Dulles doesn’t 
w ant Corsi, it is his right to fire 
him , but he h asn ’t the right to 
kid and cajole the public as to 
why. 
Corsi was fired after R ep.Fran­ 
cis 
W alter 
(D-Penn) attacked 
him — and partly withdrew his 
attack — as a Com m unist-fronter 
and showed th a t he was dis­ 
pleased by Corsi’s criticism of 
the M cC arran-W alter Im m igra­ 
tion Act which the President has 
also strongly criticized. 


FOR FIRIN G Corsi the State 
D epartm ent has given the public 
four different explanations, the 
first three of them from Dulles 
himself. They are: 


1 — T h a t Corsi was asked to 
help out for only 90 days, and 
th a t w ith the expiration of the 
90 days, the job was over. 


2—T h at Corsi wouldn’t work 
hard enough, th a t he wouldn’t 
perform the “adm inistrative de­ 
tail.” 


3—T h at Corsi was not quali­ 
fied for the job — although a t 
the tim e of his appointm ent he 
was hailed 
as 
pre-em inently 
qualified—and th a t he was intent 
upon asserting authority his post 
didn’t 
embrace. Dulles 
denied 
th a t Rep. W alter’s attacks had 
anything a t all to do with the 
firing. 


4—The fourth explanation w ai 
offered by a departm ent spokes­ 
m an for background and it was 
th a t Corsi was too free-wheeling 
in going over the heads of am ­ 
bassadors abroad and th a t his 
sharp criticisms of the M cCar- 
ran-W alter Act would make it 
difficult 
to 
obtain 
necessary 
changes in the law as long as he 
was on the job. 


IN OFFERING SUCH a varie­ 
ty of reasons for ditching Corsi, 
Dulles is pretty m uch telling th® 
public: “You pays your money 
and you takes your choice.” B ut 
th a t isn’t good enough for a Sec­ 
retary of State. 


This week Dulles has an op­ 
portunity to show th a t he doesn’l 
really think so either. T h at will 
be when he explains to Congress 
the odd circum stances of the “re ­ 
lease” of the Yalta papers. His 
choice will be between a slick ex­ 
planation and a straight-forw ard 
one.

Old-Age Pay 


Hike Poses 
Tax Battle

SACRAMENTO (JP) — Assembly 
committee approval of a $100-a- 
month 
pension 
for 
California’s 
270,000 needy oldsters threatened 
today to complicate the Legisla­ 
ture's approaching battle over the 
state budget and new taxes. 
The Social Welfare Committee 
endorsed the raise in the present 
$80 maximum by a vote of 5-3. 
It acted in the face of protests 
that the state can’t afford an ad­ 
ditional 55 million dollar outlay. 
The bill, along with a proposal 
for $75-a-month aid for needy dis­ 
abled persons, went to the Assem­ 
bly Ways and Means Committee 
for a review of the cost features. 
Anticipating 
certain 
opposition, 
Assemblyman Charles H. Wilson 
(D-Los Angeles) said he may cut 
the old age pension figure to $90. 


STAGE SET 
The welfare legislation moved 
into the forefront at a time when 
the administration contends the 
state will fall 100 million dollars 
into the red next year unless the 
Legislature provides more revenue. 
Governor K n i g h t yesterday 
trimmed his 80-million tax plan 
by agreeing to the loss of a pi*os- 
pective 
million in tobacco 
tax income. 
He consented 
to 
drop cigars and other tobacco 
items and confine the bill to a 
3-cent cigarette tax, good for 
an estimated 50 million. 
Finance Director John M. Pierce 
recommended exempting other to­ 
bacco products on the basis the 
tax would be difficult to collect. 
Under the revised plan, jobbers 
would get a 3 per cent discount for 
affixing tax stamps on cigarette 
packages. Cigarette sales at m il­ 
itary post exchanges would be 
exempt from the state levy. 


IT’LL BE FIGHT 
With that settled, administra­ 
tion supporters decided to open the 
tax fight in the Senate—and, from 
all signs, a fight it’s going to be. 
Knight also is seeking a 23 million 
dollar increase in taxes on beer, 
liquor and horse racing. 
Assemblyman Glenn E. Coolidge 
(R-Felton), who introduced the 
governor’s tax measures in the 
house, said he would delay As­ 
sembly committee hearings until 
the Senate acts on the tax pro­ 
gram. 
“If the Senate approves the bills, 
then they’ll fly through the As­ 
sembly,” he said in an interview. 
“But if the Senate turns them 
down, I don’t see the point of 
sending our bills over there only to 
have them killed.” 
Sen. Arthur H. Breed Jr., (R- 
Oakland), Senate sponsor of the 
tax bills, said he hoped to start 
hearings by the Revenue and Tax­ 
ation Committee in “a couple of 
weeks.”

Yazdzik, who set a new hamburg­ 
er eating record only 
yesterday, 
came to Detroit today to do the 
same thing to fried chicken. 
He settled down to work his way 
through 30 to 40 servings. 
Yazdzig warmed up to his task 
in Chicago by disposing of 77 ham ­ 
burgers at one sitting. 
The feat 
broke hLs own record of 76 ’burgers 
without getting up from the table. 
“I guess I just naturally have 
a big appetite,” he commented. 
Yazdzik is a 42-year-old Oli­ 
phant, Pa., coal miner who claims 
the title of uncrowned hamburger- 
eating champion of the world. 
He works at two jobs and pays 
an average of $130 a week to keep 
himself, his wife, and his seven 
children in victuals. All are hearty 


eaters. 
Yesterday in his two-and-a-half 
hour eating marathon he weighed 
in at 194 pounds, 5 feet, 7 inches, 
and not an ounce of fat on him.

Down 24 glasses of milk—the 
same as six quarts.

He generally starts out the day 
with 'a breakfast of 14 hot dogs 
and two quarts of milk. At lunch­ 
time he eats about three dozen 
eggs, several pounds of cold cuts, 
and two more quarts of milk. At 
dinner time his favorite is fout 
huge servings of spaghetti and 
meat balls.

Facts In Loyalty Firing 
Kept From Top Court 


South Governors Urge End 
To Telephone, Rail Strikes 


WASHINGTON (TP) — The Su­ 
preme Court today held the an­ 
swer to the question whether the 
government can legally fire an 
employee on loyalty grounds based 
on secret information. 
And the court, in deciding the 
question, must act without know­ 
ing what information a loyalty 
board had against Dr. John P. 
Peters, professor of medicine at 
Yale University. 
Dr. Peters was fired in May 1953 
from his job as an occasional con­ 
sultant to the U.S. Public Health 
Service after the loyalty board 
found “a reasonable doubt” as to 
his loyalty. He contended the find­ 
ing was unwarranted. 
Chief Justice Warren and some 
of his associates indicated during 
two hours of arguments late yes­ 
terday that they would like to 
have the information on which the 
finding was based. 
No, said Asst. Gen. Warren E. 
Burger in effect. The law pro­ 
hibits 
making 
the 
information 
public, and only a presidential 
order could release it to the court, 
Burger said. 
In some instances, Burger told 
the court, names of FBI inform­ 
ants are not disclosed even to the 


loyalty board hearing a case. 
Justice Frankfurter commented 
it was hard for him to see what 
public consideration justified the 
government 
in 
withholding 
the 
names of informants from the 
| people who sit in judgment.

Black 
asked 
whether 
Burger has been allowed to see 
the report in the Peters case. He 
replied he had seen part, but not 
all, of it. 
“By what authority?” dmanded

It is an uprising which is taking 
tens of thousands every summer 
from the jammed U. S. highways 
and sending them by plane and 
ship across the Atlantic. 
They will spend as little as $360 
or as much as $2,290 just to get 
there and back. 
They will find that Italy has 
supplanted France as the Amer­ 
ican tourist’s -favorite country. 
They will discover that in Madrid 


one does not have dinner until 10 
p.m. They will bristle at a 124 
per cent “ service” levy that still 
does not take the place of a tip. 
They will find cafes slowly sur­ 
rendering on serving ice water; 
hotelkeepers still resisting individ­ 
ual bath with room. 
H alf a billion dollars they will 
spend altogether for fares, lodg­ 
ing, food, wines, guides, entertain­ 
ment and purchases. 
They will find Capri crowded. 
Gasoline 88 cents a gallon in Italy. 
Famous Oxford University only a 
few blocks from a m iniature De­ 
troit. The same 400-day clocks for 
sale in Munich as in Chicago. 
Some will go by guided tour and 
wish they weren’t being herded. 


Others w ill strike out on their own 
and wind up paying twice as much 
as they shqpld and seeing less. 
They will discover that snob 
appeal, keeping not only up with 
but ahead of the Jones, is one of 
the main motivations for foreign 
travel and a big reason why Amer­ 
icans notoriously hurtle from coun­ 
try to country. 
Yet the m ajority will come back 
tremendously pleased with having 
spent their vacation in Europe. 
They will consider their money well 
used and look forward to going 
again. 
Their numbers go up every year. 
In 1953 some 376,000 Americans 
vacationed in Europe. Last year it 
was around 450,000. This year’s 


total is estimated at a record 560,- 
000. 
W hy 
are 
Americans 
in such 
growing numbers going abroad? 
There are many answers but the 
biggest one unquestionably is the 
airplane. It has made it possible 
for a man with only two or three 
weeks’ vacation to span the ocean 
swiftly enough to see something of 
the old world. 
Last year some 290,826 persons 
went by plane from the United 
States to Europe and the Mediter­ 
ranean countries. The total car­ 
ried by the major steamship lines 
was 325,358. This year it should be 
closer to a tossup.

Ward Casey (R-Brawley), was ap ­ 
proved yesterday by the Assembly 
Committee on Ejections and R e­ 
apportionment. 
A similar bill, authored by As­ 
semblyman William A. Munnell 
(D-Monfebello) but defeated last 
week, would have required finan­ 
cial statem ent* both before and 
after elections. And the responsi­ 
bility of seeing they were filbd 
would be on the candidates them­ 
selves. 


Casey, terming the present law 
on campaign expenses worthless, 
said: 
“Public opinion has been stirred 
up against the kind of reports 
candidates are giving. I don’t see 
how anything can be worse than 
they are at the present time.” 
In other action, the committee 
rejected legislation to' 
1. Make all city and county of­ 
fices partisan—in other words re­ 
quiring persons running for those 
offices to go on the ballot under 
a political party label. 
2. Require the state to contribute 
$1 for each registered voter in the 
state to party central committees 
to help finance general election 
campaigns.

the theme on which Gerald Dohr- 
man concluded the Merchandisers’ 
Symposium last night. 
“Approximately 60 per cent of 
a store’s prospective customers are 
lost through poor selling and poor 
service,” said Dohrman in his final 


1 discussion devoted to selling or 
salesmanship. 
“ A salesperson should be a stu­ 
dent of customer psychology,” said 
Dohrman. “ He should be a hu­ 
manist, like people and know how 
to get along with people. He should 
watch and listen. He should know 
the basic principles of selling and

buy goods to 
please themselves.” 
Dohrman pictured customers as

The “ bad apple” is a know-it-all. 
He knows where he can get the 
article cheaper, its defects, your 
markup. 
Above all don t argue 
wih him, just listen and doift talk. 
A difficult type to sell is the 
“argumentive” t^pe. 
Probably no 
mater what you say, he'll put up 
an argument. So listen to w’hat he 
says. Don’t argue. Urge him to 
“ take it home and try it,”

gloves 
should be used to handle the “ sus­ 
picious” type—she’s probably got­ 
ten stung in the past and won’t 
believe anything. The salesperson’s 
job is to restore her confidence by 
selling her a good piece of mer­ 
chandise which she’ll like.

Officials Puzzled Over 
Wierd 'Planacircle' Entry 


G iraffes fight by swinging their 
long necks and striking w ith their 
hooves. 


LOS ANGELES (A5)— W alter F. 
S trader has entered 1955’s m ost 
unusual race car in the 500-mile 
Indianapolis race May 30. It's so 
unusual Strader doesn’t even know 
how to describe it. 
“The engine is w hat’s different,” 
said Strader, m inister, inventor 
and mechanic, a t his shop last 
night. “T here’s no way of com­ 
paring it to a regular engine.” 
Strader calls it a “planacircle” 
engine, and calls his car the P lan­ 
acircle Special. The engine looks 
som ething like an electric motor. 
“Everything in it moves in a cir­ 
cle,” Strader said. 
He isn’t disclosing all details but 
explained this m uch: 


It has no cylinders . . . no 
pistons . . . no valves . . . ^o 
crankshaft . . . 
And it’s air-cooled. 


“I built it prim arily as an air­ 
craft power plant,” Strader said, 
“as it is it could go right into 
an airplane. The car is incidental 
to the engine. This will give it a 
first hand 
dem onstration in 
a 
place where the most people will 
see it.” 
Strader said he has paid the $500 
entry fee, and officials of the 39th 
annual Indianapolis classic — al­ 
though 
frankly puzzled 
by his 
description—accepted it. For the 
officials, S trader defined his power 
plant this way: 
“The fuel m ixture is compressed 
in two c o m b u s t i o n cham bers 
through a system of rotors.” 
He said the engine has a dis­ 
placem ent of 137 cubic inches, half 
the 274 cubic inches allowed on 
non - supercharged 
engines. 
Al­ 
though it has a system of rotors, 
it isn’t a turbine—“it’s an internal 
combustion engine, all right.” 
How did he figure the displace­ 
m ent w ithout cylinders to m eas­ 
ure? 
“It has to be figured on com­ 
pound curves and arcs of circles,” 
Strader said, a trifle mysteriously. 
As a matter of further inter­ 
est Strader said his power plant

“Our organization, Ducks U n­ 
limited, has done a wonderful job 
of helping to keep the duck sup­ 
ply up w ith the ever-increasing 
num bers of hunters,” said Sm ith. 
“I think conditions as a whole 
in Canada look good for a favor­ 
able year in the nesting grounds. 
I do not believe that recent 
storms up there have caused any 
damage. And at least 65 per cent 
of 
all ducks shot in United 
States are hatched in Canada.” 
Few persons realize it, but ev­ 
ery nickel collected by Ducks U n­ 
lim ited (except adm inistration ex­ 
penses) goes to C anada to pro­ 
mote hatching land for ducks. 
“W hen a survey was taken in 
1935, it was estim ated there were 
only 35 million ducks in N orth 
America,” Sm ith recalled. “W ith 
our m any nesting areas now in 
operation in Canada, it is esti­ 
m ated there 
are several times 
th at many. 
“Of 
course, 
w’e 
have 
several 
times as m any duck hunters as we 
had before, too. Ducks are hunted 
more intensively in United States 
than any place else in the world— 
and there are ducks on all conti­ 
nents.” 
T his 
year 
Ducks 
Unlimited 
turned over $458,000 to its C anadi­ 
an counterpart to help develop 
nesting areas. Since the organiza­ 
tion was founded in 1938, $4,400,- 
000 has been sent to C anada to 


help build the ducks’ breeding 
grounds. 
“We now have 381 m ajor proj­ 
ects in C anada after 19 years of 
operation,” said Smith. 
In 1954, the organization collect­ 
ed $580,000 from hunters in United 
States. Of this am ount about one- 
fifth, or $120,000 came from the 
state of California. 


“I wish we could get hunters 
in other states to realize the 
need for this work,” said Smith. 
“While we are operating in about 
40 of the 48 states, we still need 
more contributions from the mil­ 
lions of duck hunters. 


“O ut of all th a t num ber of per­ 
sons who h u n t ducks, we have 
only 26,000 members.” 
To become a member of Ducks 
Unlimited, all it takes is a $5 do­ 
nation. B ut any am ount donated 
is gratefully received. 
None of the money is spent to 
buy land in Canada. 
“All we do is spend money get­ 
ting w'ater onto some Canadian 
farm er's land. He does not charge 
us rent; and he doesn’t get any­ 
thing out of it, except possibly a 
bit of water. I t is a wonderful 
gesture on his part. He doesn’t 
even get to shoot any of the ducks. 
The Canadian government agen­ 
cies cooperate with us. We make 
surveys. If we improve land for 
the 
provinces, 
they 
pay 
their 
share; if we help public utilities, 
they pay. 
“I t’s a wonderful example of 
cooperation between nations.”

TIPS FOR 
DEEP FAT 
FRYING 
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Just about everyone Tikes deep- 
fat fried foods. W hen properly 
fried, these foods are crisp, whole­ 
some and digestible, says horns 
economist Reba Staggs. 
Lard is a thrifty shortening to 
use for deep-fat frying. It can ba 
reused, too, when you take care 
of it. After you have used 
it, 
clarify it with raw potato, if neces­ 
sary. This is done by cooking a 
few slices of raw potato in the 
deep, hot lard. T hen strain the 
lard and store it in the refrig­ 
erator. 
Tem peratures of 350’ F. to 365* 
F. are best for frying in deep, hot 
lard. Use the lower tem peratures 
for uncooked foods .such as po­ 
tatoes and the higher tem pera­ 
tures for cooked foods such as 
m eat croquettes. I t’s wise to use a 
deep-fat frying therm om eter to be 
sure the tem perature is just right. 
If the tem perature is too lowT, th e 
food m ay become fat-soaked. If it 
is too high, the fat may smoke and 
the food may become too browm. 
The bread cube test for tem pera­ 
ture can be used if you don’t have 
a therm om eter. The tem perature of 
the lard is right for frying when 
a 1-inch cube of bread browms in 
it in 60 seconds.

The Queen 
also had eaten the green bean dish 
with gusto. 


The Snivelys went an out for 
the Iranian rulers. May and her 
m other-in-law 
spent 
the 
day 
supervising 
the 
cooking, 
setting 
tables for the dozens of guests ex­ 
pected for the party and arran g­ 
ing flower centerpieces and place 
cards. Shortly before supper, the 
chief 
of protocol 
for 
the 
royal 
visitors arrived and surveyed the 
two large cottage living rooms set 
wdth tables. He decreed th at one 
of the rooms would have to be 
cleared of an tables except one, 
and th at the Shah and the Queen 
would dine there alone. 


The 
thoroughly Am erican and 
unpretentious hosts weren’t pre­ 
pared for this—but they were good 
sports. W hen the Shah and Queen 
Soraya arrived they were ushered 
into the room w'ith the solitary 
table and put into the hands of 
Spencer, the genial helper who has 
been with the Snively family for 
years. 


“B ut,’' May Snively told us with 
eyes twinkling, "Spencer is not a 
polished butler!”

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Do-It-Yourself Movement Can Peril 
Lives And Mess Up American Economy 


Grandma said it, and it's so: 
what goes up must come down. 
Now it’s the do-it-yourseif vogue. 
Only a little while ago the ex­ 
perts on living a richer life were 
dancing in the street about the 
happy way Americans were taking 
to manual hobbies, from craft 
work tp ditch-digging. “Healthy 
release from machine-age tension,” 
“a 
needed 
outlet 
for 
creative 
urges”—th at’s what the new^ prac­ 
tices were labelled. 


But now, it seems, the rejoicers 
are beginning to view with alarm. 
A Connecticut friend reports that 
her minister devoted his entire 
sermon to urging his congregation 
not to over-do-it-yourself. Seems 
two of his communicants had tak­ 
en headers off roofs, several had 
sprained shoulders, dislocated fin­ 
gers 
and 
sprained 
backs. 
The 
pastor counselled moderation. 


Right after that I ran across an 
economic warning against the do- 
it-yourself movement. 
It seems 
th at a six billion dollar business 
has grown up around the am ateur j 
carpenters, masons, cabinet-mak­ 
ers, upholsterers, glaziers and the 
like. BUT—they are putting the 
professionals out of work. 


They are buying 75 per cent of 
all interior paint, 60 per cent of 
all wall paper, 50 per cent of all 
floor tile and 42 per cent of all 
plywood, presumably to paint their 
own walls, hang their own wall 
paper, lay their own kitchen and I 


bathroom tiles and panel their own 
attics or cellars, but at the same 
time the home handymen and 
women are messing up the Amer­ 
ican economy. 


Every time John Smith, insur­ 
ance salesman, paints his own 
kitchen, it means one less job for 
Frank Brown, painter. The more 
people 
who act as 
their 
owrn 
plumbers, electricians, plasterers 
and bookcase makers, the more 
workmen lose commissions. That 
means, of course, that the work­ 
men then can’t buy as much in­ 
surance or whatever it is the am a­ 
teurs sell or produce to make their 
living. 


Anyway, since my own experi­ 
ence with the waffle irqji, I have 
begun to wonder. One man of my 
acquaintance, wrho has fallen in 
love with lumber and power tools, 
has a houseful of fitted bookcases 
—and few books to fill them. An­ 
other spent months building a di­ 
van in the cellar and then had to 
have the door widened to get it :n 
place upstairs. A third ruined a 
valuable mahogany table carefully 
removing the veneer instead of the 
varnish from the legs. 


The waffle iron? Oh, it cooked 
too slowly so I took it apart to see 
if I couldn’t fix it. I fixed it, al1 
right. Now it sets the waffles on 
fire the minute the batter touches 
the plates. So I bought a new 
waffle iron, which maybe is one 
way to help the economy.

he oil fever has Huntington Beach, a Californio seaside 


town 30 miles south of Los Angeles, in a frenzy. A 


wildcat well which struck oil at 3,700 feet near the heart 


of the town started it oil. Oil wells are springing up in the 
yards of what once was a quiet residential district- Houses 
are being torn down as portable rigs are rushed in. In the 
first month since the discovery, 66 permits for new wells 


were issued. 
In the 1930s a state law was passed limiting drilling to 


one well per acre in new fields. But because the new dis­ 
covery at Huntington Beach was made within the confines 
of an oil field that existed before the law was passed, 
there is no limit on the number of wells that can be drilled. 


As a result in one section of less than one city block, there 


ore 15 wells. 
The townspeople living in the district are hoping the oil 


will keep flowing. Right now approximately 20 wells are 
producing about 6,000 barre\s a day. Many residents have 
reaped small fortunes. The owner of a market got a S I0,400 
bonus for leasing his property and will receive a 20 per 
cent bonus on the oil produced. Another resident, Mrs. 


Caro!in Sunghera, said she s been informed she con expect 


o royalty check in excess of S5,000 a month. The mad

Parents Should Answer 


CHINO. Calif. (U.R) — Today’s 
parents better know how to ex­ 
plain to their teen-age children 
th a t there are worse things than 
being called "chicken” by other 
teen-agers, 
according 
to 
Frank 
Graves, youth authority. 


Graves is director of Boys’ R e­ 
public, about an hour’s drive from 
Los Angeles. He feels th a t teen­ 
agers get into trouble in most 
cases because they are more afraid 
of being called "chicken”—today’s 
equivalent of "yellow-belly”—than 
they are afraid of police. 
Parents of the teen-agers who 
start breaking society’s laws ra th ­ 
er than their own "gang” law’s are 
confronted wTith a situation th a t 
requires im mediate action, Graves 
said. He warned also th a t pre- 
teens frequently are 
spurred to 
their first illegal acts by the same 
fear. 
Graves bases his view’s on his 
general background, training and 
experience at Boys’ Republic, a 
privately supported institution for 
boys 
who 
are 
underprivileged, 
come ffom broken homes or are 
"pre-delinquents.” 
There are five questions th a t 
parents who are w’orried about 
their children should ask them ­ 
selves. Graves said, if they are to 
explain th a t maybe “being chick­ 
en” isn’t always so bad. 


THE QUESTIONS 
1. As a child, did you ever do 
som ething sim ilar to the act your 


child has committed? If you did, 
it should be easier for you to give 
the child sym pathy and under­ 
standing before you become m or­ 
ally righteous and indignant. 


2. Can he expect sneers and re­ 
prisals from others, and w’hat will 
happen to his self-respect if he 
does not give in to pressures and 
has to stand alone? This is an ­ 
other opportunity for understand­ 
ing from a m ature adult—you— 
w’ho have fewer m oral decisions to 
make per day. B ut you wouldn’t 
want your friends to call you a 
coward or poor sport, w’ould you? 


3. Who are the bad influences? 
You* may be able to point tactfully 
to associates after learning they 
are unhealthy influences like bul­ 
lies or cheats or cow’ards rather 
than heroes. Or perhaps you can 
help the bad influences, or learn 
enough about them to advise your 
teen-ager how to win others’ ap­ 
proval. 


4. How can a son realize the 
real consequences of his act? Try 
to explain how a fatal accident can 
occur with guns or automobiles— 
how’ even experts have accidents. 
5. Are you proof th a t "every 
teen-ager in trouble is an indict­ 
m ent of his parents?” Thinking 
objectively and realistically about 
your children will show you a way 
to prove to them th at parents love 
them and are more loyal th an any 
gang and will help rath er than 
censure them .

Coconut Milk Is Studied At Cornell 


ITHACA, N.Y. (U.R) — Scientists 
st Cornell University believe a re­ 
search project on coeoanut milk 
Tiay shed light on th 
mysterious 
and uncontrolled growth of can- 
:er cells. 


They have found that a cocoa- 
mut milk solution makes certain 
plant tissues multiply 20 to 30 
;imes faster than normal—in a 
nanner similar to the uncontrolled 
growth of cancer. 


In one experiment, the solution 
nade carrot tissues grow to 100 
,imes their normal size within four 
veeks. On certain other vegetables 
he solution had no effect, lead- 
ng the scientists to believe that 
some plants may contain an “anti- 
jrowth factor.’* 


Although the growth factor in 
the cocoanut milk has not yet 
been 
identified 
definitely, 
Dr. 
Frederick C. Steward, director of 
the study, reports “we have iso­ 
lated one factor as being a crystal­ 
line substance.’’ 


In an effort to identify the 
growth factors, the scientists have 
processed more than 700 gallons 
of cocoanut milk. They do not ex­ 
pect to apply the results of the 
study directly to the problem of 
cancer, but, according to Stew­ 
ard: 
* 
“By understanding the cause of 
abnormal growth in plants, it may 
help in understanding the funda­ 
mental 
causes 
of 
uncontrolled 
g iwth in animal tissues.”

MEDFORD, Mass (U.R)—Budding 
diplomats at the Fletcher School 
of Law and Diplomacy pass up 
cookie-pushing and the study of 
social etiquette for sterner stuff 
—history, law and economics. 
Fletcher officials feel that the 
social tools of diplomacy should 
come naturally, and the theory 
seems to work. The 21-year-old 
institution, located on the Tufts 
College campus, has more than 
700 graduates in the U.S. state 
department, international organi­ 
zations, 
international 
business 
concerns and the foreign minis­ 
tries of various governments. 
But, 
Dean 
Robert 
Burgess 
Stewart explained, “We are not a 
trade school turning out diplo­ 
mats.” 


POLISH PROFESSOR 
“Strictly speaking,” he added, 
“you can’t train a diplomat. We 
take the students who have the 
qualifications and give them back­ 
ground to help them succeed in 
their career.” 
Some 60 students, including 20 
from foreign countries, are taking 
courses this year leading to a 
master’s degree or the doctorate 
under a faculty of 10 teachers and 
11 researchers. 
A new faculty member is Dr. 
Marck S. Korowicz, former Polish 
delegate to the United Nations, 
who made a dramatic break with 
his Communist-dominated country 
in New York last year. A former 
law professor at Poland’s oldest 
university in Krakow, Dr. Koro­ 
wicz teaches international law and 
organization.

Marine scientists on a marathon 
fishing junket have turned up a 
big, sleek battler—the yellowfin 
tuna—among the 272 known vari­ 
eties of fish in the Gulf of Mexico.

It is about five miles long, sup­ 
ported by buoys and with hooks 
dropping downward from the line 
at intervals. 
Once laid, the rig is left in place 
about three hours, then hauled in. 
Captiva said the “catch rate” was 
about 2.4 fish for each 100 hooks.

The little man in business is 
hard hit, too, for the rationing of 
power is general for all types of 
consumers, except a few industries 
rated as essential, including the 
press. Most big firms have their 
own private generating plants run 
by fuel oil—expensive to run but 
good enough to keep the machin­ 
ery turning. But small factories, 
hairdressing 
salons, 
photograph 
studios and a host of other busi­ 
nesses where electric power is es­ 
sential are forced to idle or do the 
best 
they 
can 
with

material. 
Firms cannot lay off employees 
because of the restrictions, ac­ 
cording to government edict, so 
the employer has to cut his lasses 
the best way he can. 
The government is making des­ 
perate efforts to help the com­ 
panies get over the crisis. An ac­

French company to ship power > 
across the frontier, and a big cam ­ 
paign is undenvay to increase the

Work is going on apace with the 
construction of new dams to step 
up the hydro-electric output, and 
new lines are being laid to carry 
additional power from the north 
of Spain, which has the heaviest 
rainfall in the Peninsula.

Head greenskeeper in the sum ­ 
mer, Eck creates snow whenever 
the tem perature hits 32 degrees 
or lower.

Electric and gasoline motors pump 
water and compressed air sim ul­ 
taneously through 1 
lateral pipes. 
63 feet long and 30 apart. 
On each lateral there are four 
“box-heads” in which the pipes 
converge. 
The m ixture is shot into the 
frigid air through jets, and it 
freezes into snow. 
The crystals 
can be made fine or course de­ 
pending on the ratio of air to 
water. 
This machine can lay more than 
a foot of snow over an area of 
four and one-half acres in 
12 
hours.

She and her husband have one 
daughter, the wife of a lawyer, and 
a granddaughter, Alice, 9 months 
old and the apple of her grand­ 
parents’ eye.

Exhibitor Says 
It's Grueiing, 
Tricky To Drive

(/P)— Do 
you 
think 
you would really enjoy the scenery 
If you drive at five miles an hour 
on your Sunday outing? 
Maybe in your car—but certain­ 
ly not in the contraption housed 
in the Vienna Museum of Tech­ 
nology. Dr. Josef Nagler, museum 
director, says it’s the world's old­ 
est car 
still 
running 
and 
was 
built in 1875. 
The top speed is just five miles 
an hour, and Nagler says you are 
too busy controlling 
it 
ever to 
look at the landscape. The last 
time he took it out, he exhibited 
it to a gaping Swedish crowd in 
Stockholm. 
A G A IN S T L A W 
“ W hen 
we landed in 
Sweden 
and took 
the car out of its box,” 
he says, "a stern police official 
told us we wouldn’t get permission 
to operate it in Sweden. 
“ You haven’t a foot brake, and 
your clutch is operated by hand, 
which is against regulations,” he 
said. 
“ However, he relented when we 
said there probably were different 
regulations in 1875. I put in the 
clutch by pressing a hand lever 
and off we went. 
“ We covered about 15 miles in 
three hours. It was not easy. You 
have to handle the steering wheel 
with at least one hand, but you 
also need hands to operate the 
brakes and the gas wheel. 
“ One more 
thing: 
the clutch 
lever must be pressed on during 
the entire ride. There is no gear 
shift and in fact just one gear.

but it has disappeared. 
When

finished in 1875, it was considered 
a public nuisance by the Vienna 
police. He was told to keep it off 
the highways or he would be sent 
to jail. 


N IG H T R ID E R 
Consequently, historians say, he 
took the car out only by night. 
The longest trip he made was from 
Vienna to the suburb of Kloster- 
neuburg, about 10 miles.

made it ready for operation in 
1950. He could not be absolutely 
certain the car would run.

One target of the m ilitary con­ 
servation program is nickel. Since 
the start of the Korean fighting, 
it has remained the world’s most 
critical material.

conserve nickel dealt principally 
with the reduction of nickel in 
armor 
plate, 
conversion 
from 
nickel-bearing to straight chromi­ 
um stainless steels in food-han­ 
dling equipment, the use of boron 
steel 
in 
tank 
and 
automotive 
steels, reduction of nickel in ship 
“ cupro-nickel” by two-thirds and 
investigation of the use of such 
alternative materials as aluminum, 
magnesium, 
and 
high 
mangan­ 
ese stainless steels. 
The m ilitary conservation pro­ 
gram is focused primarily on mo­ 
bilization readiness. In many cases 
material-saving designs are being 
perfected and placed in readiness 
until needed. In time of war, when 
materials become short, the mili- 
i tary services will then be able to 
| switch quickly to these alternate 
j designs. 
Conservation 
is 
promoted 
' through substitution of less criti­ 
cal in place of more critical mate­ 
rials, simplified design, reduction 
in size and weight of such items 
as 
radios 
and 
radar, 
improved 
packaging, elimination or combi­ 
nation of parts, repair and salvage, 


j and improved scrap-handling. 
“ Conservation contracts” are al­ 
so a part of the department’s pro- 
; gram. Under these contracts, con- 
' tractors agree to review, item by 


j item, opportunities to reduce con­ 
tent of critical materials in equip­ 
ment ordered. Any improvement 
is put into effect in production de­ 
signs on existing orders.

Rural Milk Can 
Is On Way Out 


ITHACA, N. Y. (U.R>—The milk 
can, long a familiar sight at coun­ 
try crossroads, is being pushed 
out of the farm scene by stainless 
steel tanks. 
The tanks can be refrigerated, 
and milk is pumped from them di­ 
rectly into trucks, making less 
work for the farmer and cleaner 
handling of the product. 
Prof. R. P. March, of the Cornell 
University dairy industry depart­ 
ment, said the new system is bas­ 
ically sound and he predicted a 
bright future for the tanks. There 
are upwards of 8,000 such installa­ 
tions in the country and more than 
300 in New York state, he added. 
“The tanks will pay for them­ 
selves, wdth the saving in labor in 
handling the 110-pound, 40-quart 
cans, and in waste of fluid,” he 
pointed out. “Even milk quality 
can be improved through use of 
tanks.”

Against Soil Loss 


MANHATTAN, K an. 
(U.R) — A 
Kansas State College agronomist 
says silos are one of the best de­ 
vices to prevent soil-blowing in the 
plains area. 
Frank Bieberly, the expert, ex­ 
plained: 
If farm ers have good feed sup­ 
plies, they are not forced to over­ 
graze the vegetative cover th a t 
protects their soil from blowing. 
The K ansas agricultural experi­ 
m ent station reports th a t ensilage 
will keep indefinitely and still be 
nutritious and palatable to live­ 
stock. 
The inform ation is im portant 
now because of the ravages of 
drought in the nation’s “bread­ 
basket.” K ansas and some nearby 
states had the driest November in 
recorded w eather history — and 
this after two years of interm it­ 
ten t drought. 
Bieberly believes th a t soil-blow­ 
ing will be greatly reduced when 
all Midwest farm ers learn how 
well ensilage will keep and start 
storing feed from the good years 
to be used during slim crop years.

“O ur w riters live divorced from 
society and divorced from one an ­ 
other. They are scattered in dozens 
of G erm an cities, not collected in 
a Paris, a New York or a Rome. 
Poets can overcome such a situa­

Hum boldt—but not novelists.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (¿P)—A 
150-mile section of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, now open for foreign inspec­ 
tion, is a real iron fence—well 
guarded. 
It stretches along the left bank 
of the never blue Danube which 
divides independently Communist 
Yugoslavia and captive Communist 
Romania—friends until 1948 but 
now enemies in an ideological v. ar. 


For the first time since 1940 the 
foreign visitor to Yugoslavia* may 
sail down the Danube. 
A 
relatively 
comfortable 
boat 
leaves Belgrade twiee weekly. It 
plies down the river to the Ro­ 
manian border and then along it 
about 150 miles until the river 
turns into Bulgaria. The round trip 
takes 48 hours. 
The Yugoslavia foreign 
office 
permitted this writer to take the 
first foreign look. 
Peasants, workers and holiday- 
ers swarm aboard. But Communist 
society is not classless in trans­ 
portation. Most travelers mass in 
the third class—the open deck— 
where they eat, dance and sing 
and at night sleep huddled under 
the stars. First and second class 
passengers travel in greater com­ 
fort, but have less fun. 
Although the wide, swiftly flow­ 
ing 
river 
should 
discourage 
a 
would-be deserter from Romania’s 
subparadise, the Romanian gov­ 
ernment takes no chances. 
An 8 to 10-foot high iron fence 
extends almost without a break 
along 
the 
river 
bank. 
Guards, 
armed with rifles and binoculars, 
man towers at intervals. They give 
the impression they are overseers 
of a huge concentration camp— 
' which Yugoslavia claims they are. 
Also as if standing guard over 
the camp, a gigantic portrait of 
Stalin stares across the river to­ 
ward Yugoslavia from the Rom an­ 
ian city of Orsava. 
i 
However, other evidence of Rus­ 
sian domination or Romanian im ­ 
prisonment is lacking. The Ro­ 
manian villages appear well kept. 
Many peasant homes boast new 
coats of paint. The rolling fields 
are lush and well tended. 
Yugoslavia, too, has its frontier 
guards, but unassisted by a fence. 
They stroll in pairs at wide inter­ 
vals on the Danube’s right bank. 
In the narrow “iron gate’’ can­ 
yons,

the Yugoslav vessel passes within

barges from Russia, Romania and

SAN FRA N C ISCO (U.R) — When 
the liner S.S. Cleveland steamed 
through the Golden Gate and past 
the San Francisco skyli*e, passen­ 
gers saw a Coast Guard 
cutter 
pull alongside and a swarm of 
uniformed men clamber aboard. 
They disappeared below decks. 
The men were a detail of U. S. 
customs 
inspectors 
assigned to 
search the ship from the topmost 
regions of the bridge to the depths 
of the bilge. The quest—narcotics, 
especially heroin which sells for 
$50 a pound in Hong Kong and 
brings as much as $30.000 a pound 
retail on the illicit drug market 
in the United States. 
O NLY AG EN CY 
“W e’re the only agency which 
can try to stop this flow of drugs,” 
Chester 
R. 
MacPhee 
explained 
aboard the Cleveland. He is Col­ 
lector of Customs for San Fran­ 
cisco. 
His men check every ship arriv­ 
ing here and each member of its 
crew, regardless of its flag or port 
of origin. Because manpower is 
short in the Customs Service, the 
inspectors employ 
some 
unique 
know-how in searching a ship. 
Joseph L. Rasso, 48, 
and 
Lee 
Lawson, 36, led us through a sec­ 
tion of the liner’s crew quarters 
known as “heroin alley.” This is 
the washrooms 
and 
lavatories. 
“ More than half the stuff is hid­ 
den in this part of a ship,” Rasso 
said. 
PO K E AROUND 
He and Lawson wrhipped out 
flashlights and mirrors and poked 
into every likely hiding place in 
the companionways and compart­ 
ments. The mirrors are used to 
see into areas ordinarily not visible. 
“The most popular hiding places 
are the ones least likely to occur 
to the average person. 
So those 
are the places we hit first,” Rasso 
said. “ W e’ve found the stuff in 
fire hoses and shower nozzles, for 
instance.” 
Eieht teams of inspectors roved 
the Cleveland. Their search even 
included sampling of sugar in the 
galley. Finally, they agreed that 
the liner appeared to be “clean.” 
Seventy-five 
blue-coated 
offi­ 
cers, meanwhile, were waiting to 
process the liner’s 750 passengers 
as they stepped onto the pier.
